(Bridgend Quakers) Robin 
Samuel (Tabernacle 

Church Bridgend) and the 
Bridgend Christian Aid 
Group have been awarded 
Diamond Awards this week 
for years of fundraising for 
international development 
charity Christian Aid. 

As Christian Aid marks 60 
years of its annual fundraising 
drive, Christian Aid Week, the 
charity is celebrating the work of 
its supporters by awarding 
‘Diamond Awards’ across the UK. 

The awards were presented to 
Jane Harries, Robin Samuel and 
the Bridgend Christian Aid Group 
on May 18 at a special evening of 
music, poetry and refreshments at 
Carnegie House in Bridgend. 

The evening was arranged by 
the Meeting of Friends in 
Bridgend to, said a spokesperson, 
“raise awareness of the needs of 
refugees in Greece and to raise 
funds for Christian Aid’s work”. 

As well as sharing traditional 
Greek food and poetry, the crowd 
of 60 heard from Payman, a 
refugee from Iran who has not 
seen his wife for five years. He 
shared some traditional music and 
sang, and shared his experiences 
of being a refugee in Greece. 

Jane Harries, who is the 
Christian Aid organiser for 
Bridgend said: “Having been 
coordinator for Bridgend 
Christian Aid Group since 2012, 
there are many things about the 
group as a whole which make 
them deserving of this Diamond 
Award. 

“We are blessed with a strong 
chair in the person of Rev Val 
Davies, who keeps us on track and 


chivvies us as deadlines approach. 

“Val has been a quiet yet 
committed presence on the 
committee for over a quarter of a 
century. We are extremely 
grateful to her for her dedication 
and leadership. 

“We are also extremely 
fortunate in having a very 
committed long-serving treasurer, 
Barbara Evans, who enables us to 
keep on track with our fundraising 
and keeps us informed of how 
much we have raised. 

“We are also aware that we are 
indebted to people who have 
dedicated hours of their time and 
skill in the past to ensure that the 
group keeps going, raising 
awareness, support and funds for 
Christian Aid. 

“Among these was Bernard 
Jubin, who was both coordinator 
and secretary for many years, and 
Rev Robin Samuel, who has taken 
on varying roles on the committee 
and steered it through difficult 
periods. 

“There are many things I 
appreciate about the Christian Aid 
group in Bridgend, but perhaps 
above all is our willingness to 
work together as a team to ensure 
the work of Christian Aid is 
effective in the town. This has 
meant us delegating roles so that 
different members of the group 
take on responsibility - for 
instance - for distributing the 
magazine, ordering materials and 
contacting supermarkets about 
collections. 

“It is wonderful to work in a 
group where personal agendas are 
put aside and we all work together 
to do something to alleviate some 
of the world’s inequality and 
poverty. 

“We would also like to thank 
some amazing volunteers in our 


churches who support our events 
positively and creatively - many 
of whom are very generous in 
their financial donations.” 

Every May, thousands of 
supporters take the streets - for 
door-to-door collections, bake 
sales, sponsored walks, abseils, 
among many other events - to 
raise money to support people 
around the world living in poverty. 

In addition to the evening, the 
Bridgend churches arranged 
bucket collections and the house- 
to-house collecting to mark the 
fundraising week. 

A spokesperson said: 

“Christian Aid was born in the 
aftermath of the Second World 
War, when a generation of 
Christians decided they would not 
stand by while people suffered in 
refugee camps, and it continues to 
support people seeking a safe 
place to call home. 

“Today, tens of millions of 
people across the globe are forced 
from their homes due to war, 
conflict and disaster. 

“Christian Aid Week unites 
over 20,000 churches every year 
to achieve incredible things to 
support our global neighbours in 
need, who are suffering through 
no fault of their own. 

“With their support, Christian 
Aid and its global partners 
continue to provide support for 
people seeking a safe place to call 
home, with essentials including 
food and shelter, as well as 
advocating for policies to protect 
them and help them on the 
ground.”

Mum and son

What’s going on ‘ere? 
Police HQ picks up award 


THE extension of South Wales Police’s 
Bridgend Headquarters has been 
recognised at the South Wales LABC 
Building Excellence Awards. 

Constructors Willmott Dixon picked up the 
accolade for ‘Best Large Commercial Building’ at 
a ceremony in the Vale Resort after the project had 
also won the same category in the Bridgend county 


borough leg of the awards. 

The two-storey police HQ, which was built 
during the Second World War as part of the 
munition operations, had to be extended and 
refurbished while police operations continued at 
the site, and Willmott Dixon was commended for 
its ‘organised approach’. 

The refurbishment included the introduction of a 


BCBC says 
cardboard 
recycling 
is sorted 


BRIDGEND county 
borough residents 
who use communal 
bins for their 
recycling collections 
WILL be able to 
recycle cardboard 
when changes to 
home recycling 
come into effect this 
summer. 

Currently, residents 
that live in sheltered 
housing or estates such 
as Wildmill place their 
recycling into large 
communal bins, but don’t 
have any facilities to 
recycle cardboard. 

However, Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) and its recycling 
and waste partner Kier 
Environmental have 
confirmed that all 
cardboard will be 
collected for recycling if 
it is placed in the same 
communal bin as paper 
from Monday, June 5, 
onwards. It will then be 
separated and recycled 
by Kier. 

Coun Hywel 

Williams, the council’s 
deputy leader, said: “So 
that all county borough 
residents can fully 
participate in the new 
recycling procedures, we 
are introducing 

cardboard recycling in 


estates and sheltered 
housing.” 

From Monday, June 5, 
Bridgend county 

borough residents must 
start using a range of new 
recycling containers for 
their weekly kerbside 
collections, while most 
homes will be limited to 
throwing out a maximum 
of two rubbish bags each 
fortnight. 

Black bags will no 
longer be used - instead, 
homes will be issued 
with a roll of branded 
blue bags. 

A BCBC spokesman 
said: “All of the changes 
are being introduced in a 
bid to make the county 
borough one of the 
greenest places to live in 
Wales, and achieve high 
recycling targets set by 
Welsh Government. 

“The new recycling 
containers and specially 
branded waste bags will 
be delivered to all homes 
before the new 
arrangements start. 

As many recycling and 
waste collection days are 
also changing, residents 
are advised to look out 
for their new collection 
calendars which are 
being delivered through 
the post.

new heating and lighting system, while the 
opportunity was also taken to upgrade the fire 
safety system.

“It will now go forward to the national 
ceremony which will be held at Cardiff’s 
Millennium Centre in the autumn.” 

Coun Young added: “The awards are about 
celebrating excellence from the drawing board to 
the site. 

“The local leg of the awards is organised by the 
council’s building control team, which carries out 
7,000 inspections every year, from checking the 
foundations of a new house to the steel structures 
of an industrial project. 

“These awards recognise the quality of 
workmanship shown by constructors to not only 
comply with building regulations, but to also show 
the highest standards of technical innovation to 
construct buildings that meet customer needs and 
look great.”

AM welcomes 
WG’s care 
home ‘promise’ 


HUW Irranca- 
Davies has 

welcomed a com¬ 
mitment from the 
Welsh Government 
(WG) to enable 
people going into 
care to ‘keep more 
of their own 
money’. 

The Ogmore Labour 
AM asked at the National 
Assembly about the 
progress being made on 
the Government’s comm¬ 
itment to raise the capital 
limit for people entering 
residential care. 

The AM commended 
the Labour-majority 
Government on taking 
steps to deliver on its 
pledge to more than 
double the capital limit to 
£50,000 over the life of 
this Assembly term. 

Mr Irranca-Davies 
said: “We know very 
often that the only asset 
many of our constituents 
have is their home, so 
more than doubling it has 
a disproportionately 
great benefit on what 
they can pass on to their 
relatives.” 

He also welcomed the 
fact that war disablement 
pensions will not be 
taken into account in 
Wales in determining the 
amount a person should 
pay towards his or her 
care costs. 

He said it means 


Welsh veterans no longer 
have to use any part of 
their war disablement 
pension to pay for the 
care they need, and that 
this is part of the 
Government ‘honouring 
its covenant with those 
who put their lives on the 
line for their country’. 

Mr Irranca-Davies 
asked First Minister 
Carwyn Jones how many 
people in Wales he 
expects to benefit from 
this ‘excellent policy’. 

Mr Jones said: “A 
phased implementation is 
underway, and the first 
increase to £30,000 was 
introduced in April. 

“We have provided 
local authorities with 
£4.5 million in 2017-18 
to deliver that increase. 

“The initial increase to 
£30,000 will benefit 
around 250 people. The 
increase to £50,000 will 
benefit up to 1,000. 

“This is out of a total 
of 4,000 care home 
residents who pay the 
full cost of their 
residential care, so a 
substantial percentage.”

THE chair and the 
crown - the Urdd 
Eisteddfod’s most 
sought-after prizes 
- have been 
presented to the 
organisers of this 
year’s festival ahead 
of the Eisteddfod 
itself, which takes 
place later this 
month. 

The chair, which is 
awarded to the best poem 
in strict or free metre, has 
been made using ash and 
sapele wood this year, 
with a strip of steel 
running through the chair 
to represent the steel 
industry in the area. 

It’s been designed and 
created by Osian 
Roberts, originally from 
Rhoshirwaun by 

Aberdaron, but now 
working as the head of 
technology at Ysgol 
Llangynwyd. 

Artist lolo Edger, 
owner of Jewellers on the 
Bridge in Bridgend has 
made and designed the 
stunning crown this year, 
which is awarded to the 
best piece or pieces of 
prose over 4,000 words. 

The design will be 
based on the Celtic tore 
rather than a traditional 
crown this year, made 
from silver with words 
from the Welsh national 
anthem incorporated into 
the design and elements 
of the local landscapes 
and rivers featured. 

Osian is from a family 
of carpenters, with his 
father and brother in the 
business. He said: “My 
brother Ifan came down 
to give me a hand with 
the chair - we’ve always 
been quite a creative 
family. 

“This is the first chair 
that I have made. It is 
quite modern and 
minimalistic with quite a 
high back, around two 
meters. It’s been made 
using two kinds of wood: 
ash, which is light 
coloured and sapele 
which is dark, which 
gives a nice contrast. On 
the front of the chair, the 
Urdd logo is made from 
three different kinds of 
metal with ‘Pen-bont ar 
Ogwr, Taf ac Elai’ and a 
map of Wales etched 
under the logo. 

“I look forward to 
seeing the chair on the 
pavilion stage on 
Thursday - it makes the 
occasion even more 
special because the chair 
is donated by the school 
that I teach in, Ysgol 
Llangynwyd.” 

lolo was born and bred 
in Bridgend, also from a 
family of artists, who is 
now running the family 
business. He specialises 
in making jewellery and 
has started learning 
Welsh in the last few 
years. 

lolo said: “It has been 
a real pleasure designing 
the crown for the Urdd 
Eisteddfod in 2017. I 
took influence from the 
surrounding contours of 
the landscape and the 
three rivers that flow 
through the area. The 
Welsh language has such 
an important part to play 


in the Urdd organisation 
and I was conscious of 
how language can 
communicate the human 
experience. 

“Hence I wanted to 
incorporate words of the 
national anthem into the 
design of the crown. 

“The whole process 
has made me look at 
what it means to me to be 
Welsh.” 

The chair will be 
awarded in the 
Eisteddfod pavilion on 
June 1 with the crown 
awarded on June 2.

TWO local men are

St Clare’s pupils are 
crowned science 
competition winners

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A TEAM of four year-9 
students from St Clare’s 
School in Bridgend have 
become winners for Wales in 
Shell’s national schools’ science 
competition, The Bright Ideas 
Challenge. 

The team called ‘Chipachapachino’ 
have also fought off tough competition 
from hundreds of entries across the 
country to come in third place overall 
in the national competition. 

With an extra two billion extra 
people set to live on our planet by 
2050, needing 50 per cent more energy 
than today. The Bright Ideas Challenge 
asks students aged 11-14 to use their 
STEM (Science, Technology, 
Engineering and Maths) skills to come 
up with creative solutions for 
‘powering future cities’. 

The winning team’s ‘bright idea’ of 
creating future homes built of carbon 
absorbing bricks has won them £3,000 
to ‘super-size’ the STEM learning 
experience at their school, as well as a 
tablet computer for each team member. 

The judges were impressed by the 
team’s creative thinking, by their 
sound scientific research and by the 
practicality of their idea, which could 
be rolled-out across future building 
projects. 

Team Chipachapachino were 
inspired by the ability of trees to 
absorb carbon dioxide from the 
atmosphere, but said that trees alone 
weren’t enough. 

Their ‘bright idea’ was to build 
homes out of special bricks that absorb 
carbon dioxide. They worked out that a 
wall of 600 carbon-absorbing bricks 
could suck up several tonnes of C02 
each year. 

This by-product would then be 


extracted and converted to power 
homes, cars and even planes of the 
future. 

As well as winning £3,000 for their 
school, the winning team members will 
also be VIP guests at Make the Euture 
Live, Shell’s four-day festival of ideas 
and innovation taking place at Queen 
Elizabeth Olympic Park from May 25- 
28. 

A further 12 teams across the 
country each won £1,500 for their 
schools. Other winning bright ideas 
from across the UK included 
everything from a ‘self-sustaining 
public toilet’ through to bacteria 
generators that could convert food 
waste into a sustainable future power 
source, and ‘eco wristbands’ that could 
capture and convert sound waves into 
electrical energy. 

Talking about their win, Theo 
Quantick, Dylan Walker, Ben Jones 
and Daniel Wigglesworth from St 
Clare’s School, said: “The Bright Ideas 
Challenge really got us thinking about 
the future we’ll be living in. It’s 
inspiring to see how the things we’ve 
learned about in science can change 
the world. 

Michael Gatt, physics teacher from 
St Clare’s School, said: ‘The team have 
all taken time out to work on this over 
weekends and over the half term break, 
so winning is a fantastic reward for all 
their hard work. 

“We also had another team that was 
shortlisted so the excitement The 
Bright Ideas Challenge has brought to 
the whole school is phenomenal. It has 
made the children feel differently 
about science. I would encourage all 
teachers and schools to take part.”

“Through joining the 
Conservative group, they 
will be entitled to 

additional seats on more 
important council 

committees than Coun 
Penrose would have 
received as an 

independent, streng¬ 
thening their hand in 
crucial committees, such 
as planning, where they 
will now have a majority 
of seats. 

“If Coun Penrose is 
taking up Tory seats on 
committees and voting 
with the Tory whip, then 
most people in Sully and 
beyond would rightly see 


him as a member of the 
Tories.” 

Coun Johnson added: 
“The problem with so- 
called independent 
councillors is that they 
are often anything but 
independent when it 
comes down to it.” 

Coun Johnson pointed 
out that in the previous 
Labour-Llantwit Eirst 
coalition, the different 
groups were treated 
separately in calculating 
committee seat 

allocations. 

On this occasion, it 
appears allocations will 
be made on the 24- 
member group, the 
Conservatives plus Coun 
Penrose.

Guy Ritchie’s King Arthur 
is royally underwhelming!

UY Ritchie 
seemed to 
have blotted 
his copybook after 
he followed up the 
one-two punch of 
Lock, Stock and 
Two Smoking 
Barrels and Snatch 
with the atrocious 
Swept Away and the 
well-intentioned- 
but-ultimately- 
perplexing Revolver. 

Solace came from a 
revisit to his British 
gangster roots in Rock 
‘N’Rolla, before Ritchie 
took on the reins of 
Hollywood’s big-budget 
blockbusters with two 
Sherlock Holmes films 
and The Man From 
U.N.C.L.E. 

With a live-action 
version of Aladdin next 
on his slate, Ritchie’s 
latest film is his take on 
Arthurian legend with 
King Arthur: Legend of 
the Sword. 

It stars Charlie 
Hunnam as Arthur, a 
peasant boy from the 
streets who sees the 


kingdom ruled by the 
Machiavellian Vortigem 
(Jude Law). 

But when Arthur pulls 
the sword from the 
stone, he realises he is 
the son of the former 
king, Uther (Eric Bana) 
and, whether he likes it 
or not, must rise up 
against the tyrannical 
Vortigem... 

It’s fair to say that 
Guy Ritchie’s success 
with the Sherlock 
Holmes franchise proved 
he was more than adept 
at crafting big-budget 
blockbusters that had a 
keen visual sense. 

With King Arthur, 
Ritchie takes on another 
iconic character that has 
been visited several 
times before. However, 
here the results are far 
more mixed. 

Ritchie was keen to 
take away the solemnity 
of the Arthurian legend 
and invest it with some 
spark and energy, and he 
certainly does that. What 
doesn’t work however is 
how the film flip-flops 
from Lock, Stock...- 
esque fast-paced 
dialogue and smarts to 
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more fantastical 
elements, the film 
jarring at points. 

There are plenty of 
things to admire - an 
early scene where Arthur 
has to recount his 
whereabouts to one of 
the king’s henchmen 
plays out like Ritchie's 
early work, all witty 
dialogue and fast cuts, 
while an aborted 
assassination attempts 
becomes a foot chase 
around Londinium 
before settling on a 
gigantic fight sequence - 
but tricker to love. 

It doesn’t help that 
Ritchie never quite nails 
the tone, and the 
characters are sketched 
with very little 
excitement.

say: LOOK OUT 
FOR MOON’S 
TERMINATOR’ 


THE month of June is perhaps 
not the best time to begin a 
monthly column on what you 
can see in the night sky, 
because it hardly gets dark at 
all. 

Still, astronomers do not hibernate 
and there is always something to look 
at, weather permitting. 

The one object everyone can find is 
the Moon. In fact, I will let you into a 
little secret. If you live close to an 
amateur astronomer, you may well see 
him or her jump up and down while 
shaking a fist at the sky. This may well 
be because moonlight often drowns out 
the fainter objects we want to see. 

If you own an ordinary pair of 
binoculars, try using them to look at 
the Moon and you will be able to see a 
wealth of detail. Your binoculars will 
have two numbers on them, one small, 
and one big. They may look something 
like this: ‘7 x 50’. 

The small number is the amount of 
magnification, the large number is the 
field of view. Using such an instrument 
you will be able to see large craters, 
flat plains, and even mountain ranges. 
You may think the best time to view is 
when the Moon is full, but this is not 
so. The best time to view is when the 
Moon is a crescent. 

Train the binoculars on the 
terminator - this is the line where the 
bright edge meets the dark edge. The 
reason for this is because the Moon has 
no light of its own - it is merely 
reflecting sunlight. 

When the Moon is a crescent, 
sunlight falls on its surface at an angle 
creating better shadows. This allows 
the features to stand out more clearly. 
When the Moon is full, sunlight is 
shining straight down and shadows are 
smaller. 

The first week of June is a good time 
to look, and the Moon is full on Friday 
9. All is not lost if you do decide to 
have a look at the full Moon, because 
you will now be able to trace bright 
rays that emanate from some young 
craters. The rays are caused by 
material that has been blasted out of 
craters, and fallen back to the surface. 

The Moon can also act as a marker 


to locate fainter objects; on June 8 it 
lies very close to the planet Saturn 
(more about this next month). On June 
21, early risers will see it below the 
planet Venus. 

If you are already familiar with the 
night sky you will have noted one 
bright star outshining all the others. In 
fact, this isn’t a star at all but the planet 
Jupiter. The Moon will appear to be 
very close to Jupiter on June 3. 

If you do spot Jupiter, look at it with 
your binoculars and you may be able to 
see up to four tiny little stars. These are 
the four moons that were discovered 
by Galileo around 1610. Watch them 
for a few nights and they will move 
positions relative to Jupiter, just as the 
Moon changes position in the sky. 

Allow me to offer some tips. Firstly, 
and most importantly, never look 
directly at the Sun with any binoculars 
or indeed a telescope: instant blindness 
could result. 

Secondly, to get the best out of 
observing the night sky, you will need 
to dark adapt your eyes. 

Our eyes are best suited to 
observing in daylight and therefore 
you will need to spend at least 10 
minutes in the dark before your eyes 
have adapted. 

Try this experiment: sit in a room at 
night with the lights on, then turn them 
off and wait. Minute by minute your, 
eyes will begin to adapt and now you 
should begin to see familiar shapes 
around you. 

But remember, it takes a split 
second to lose your dark adaptation, so 
astronomers don’t like bright lights. At 
the same time, we want to be able to 
have enough light to read star charts or 
find our way around our garden. 

Red light is fine, so always carry a 
red torch with you. Try and find a 
suitable spot away from any bright 
lights, and if this means you leave your 
own surroundings, always tell others 
where you are going and take a 
charged mobile phone with you.

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‘Blight of rural 
crime must be 
addressed,’ SAYS 


NFU CYMRU 


‘THE next UK Government 
must take action to show it is 
serious about addressing the 
blight of rural crime’ - that 
was the message from the 
Nation Farmers’ Union (NFU) 
Cymru Rural Affairs Board, 
which met recently. 

Rural crime was high up the 
agenda at the meeting on May 18, 
with farmers across Wales 
increasingly concerned about 
incidences of criminal activity 
including vehicle thefts, livestock 
theft, fly-tipping, sheep worrying, 
trespass, poaching, arson, vandalism 
and fraud. 

NFU Cymru Rural Affairs Board 
Chair Hedd Pugh said: “Crime in 
rural areas affects members of the 
farming community 
disproportionately. It costs farmers 
time and money and also presents a 
risk to human health, farm animals, 
wildlife and the environment. 

“NFU Cymru members are 
experiencing increases in various 
rural crime incidents that severely 
impact their farm businesses and 
strike fear and distress into our rural 
communities. 

He said that NFU Cymru is 
“committed to making sure that 
farmers are not seen as a ‘soft target’ 
for criminals.” 

Ahead of the 2017 General 
Election on June 8, the NFU is 
seeking commitments from all 
political parties to address rural 
crime issues that are having a “huge 


impact on farming communities and 
agricultural businesses”. 

“While businesses who have been 
the victims of crime have taken steps 
to reduce the risk themselves, it is 
clear that much more must be done 
and the next Westminster 
Government must address rural 
crime and ensure that future funding 
for policing reflects the additional 
costs associated with policing in 
rural area; and the Ministry of 
Justice should direct the Sentencing 
Council to ensure up to date 
Magistrates’ Court Sentencing 
Guidelines are in place for all rural 
crimes. 

“Police forces in Wales, most 
notably North Wales Police’s Rural 
Crime Unit, have worked in 
conjunction with the industry to 
tackle rural crime head on - and for 
this continued, concerted effort, 

NFU Cymru and its members are 
very grateful.” 

An NFU spokesperson added that 
one of the union’s key policy 
statements ahead of the election is: 
“The next UK Government must 
show that it is serious about the 
blight of rural crime, through 
funding which reflects the additional 
cost of policing rural areas and by 
refreshing sentencing guidelines to 
ensure that a deterrent effect is 
achieved.’

AT the start of 
Penarth and 

District Ramblers 
summer evening 
walks, a forecast of 
rain showers meant 
only three walkers 
were lured out to 
join Joy at the 
Twyn. 

Setting off on a humid 
evening with only a few 
drops of rain that soon 
stopped, a climb up 
through the peaceful 
Dinas Powys golf course 
led to the One o’Clock 
Gate and then, by lane, 
into woodland. 

Passing neatly-piled 
logs and with the aroma 
of bluebells and wild 
garlic filling the air, a 
circumnavigation of the 
pretty Park Wood and a 
descent led to Cwm 
George, through the 
stunning copper beech 
wood for their return to 
Dinas Powys. 

Ten walkers joined 
William for an epic 17.5- 
mile journey through a 
variety of stunning 
woodlands with their 
picturesque views over 
the gorgeous Wye Valley. 

Driving to Chepstow 
for the 40-minute scenic 
bus ride into Monmouth 
town centre and crossing 
the Wye Bridge into 
Gloucestershire, the 
spring-flowered banks of 
the Wye led them past the 
old disused viaduct. 

They saw salmon 
fishermen and banks 
smothered in bluebells 
on re-crossing into 
Monmouthshire via the 
footbridge at Redbrook.

The game was played 
in perfect conditions on 
the Centre for Excellence 
4G pitch at Ystrad 
Mynach, with both sides 
providing a large crowd 
with a feast of rugby with 
nine tries and 67 points 
on a sunny Friday 
evening. 

Rumney with a large 
physical advantage took 
early control of the game 
with their large pack 
feeding off outside half 
Jake Hillman and trying 
to punch holes in the 
Athletic defence. They 
took an early lead with a 
Jake Williams penalty. 

Resolute Athletic 
defence with the back 
row of Ben Davies, Luke 
Williams and Javan Bell 
and hooker Cameron 
Thomas, playing like a 
third flanker, to the fore 
kept the Athletic try line 
intact. 

The game was turned 
on its head in the 10th 
minute. Athletic centre 
Jon Taylor intercepted a 
passing move on his own 
10-metre line and 
outsprinted the Rumney 
defence to cross under 
the posts. Luke Bevan 
converted. 

From the restart. 
Athletic lock Tom Davies 
ran out of defence from 
his own 22 linking with 
fellow lock captain Tom 
Seldon before releasing 
wing Tom James. James 
made good ground 
before passing inside to 
lock Tom Davies. 

Davies showed 

potential outside half 
skills chipping through 
the defence for centre 
Stuart Floyd-Ellis to 
gather and cross in the 
corner. 

Bevan’s touchline 
conversion and 40-metre 
penalty gave the Athletic 
a huge boost with a 17-3 
lead, with the 17 points 
coming in under five 
minutes. 

Rumney hit back with 



a series of forward drives 
resulting in flanker 
Lewis Hill going over for 
a try. A Jake Hill penalty 
brought the Cardiff side 
back to 17-11. 

The Athletic then 
showed they could also 
play a forward game and 
drives by prop Morgan 
Clemett and hooker 
Cameron Thomas caused 
Rumney to infringe. 
Bevan put the penalty 
close to the Rumney try 
line. 

A driving maul from 
the lineout saw flanker 
Ben Davies pushed over 
in the corner. Bevan’s 
touchline conversion put 
the Athletic 24-11 ahead. 

A Ben Davies drive set 
up the ball for scrum half 
Caine Woolerton to set 
the backs in motion with 
wing Joe Patterson 
providing the scoring 
pass to Bevan to give the 
Athletic a deserved 29-11 
half-time lead. 

Rumney started the 
second half strongly and 
a good passing move saw 
wing Joe Morgan cross in 
the comer. 

Luke Bevan then 
extended the Athletic 
lead to 32-16 with a 
penalty awarded for 
Rumney killing the ball 
on the floor. Athletic 
hooker Cameron Thomas 
was shown a yellow card 
for a high tackle. 

Rumney kicked the 
penalty to the corner and 
flanker Lewis Hall, using 
the team’s man 
advantage, crossed for 
his second try from a 
lineout driving maul. 

Jake Hill’s conversion 
reduced his side’s deficit 
to 32-23. A few minutes 
before Thomas could 
come back on, the 
Athletic were reduced to 


13 players with Luke 
Bevan sin-binned for a 
high tackle. 

Rumney tried to press 
home the advantage. 
Thomas came back on 
and the Athletic 
introduced fresh legs 
with backs Dan James 
and Eugene Richards and 
forwards Joe Grabham, 
Will Barraclough and 
Owain Leyshon coming 
on. 

Under pressure inside 
their own 22, Athletic 
full back Sam Richards 
made a brilliant break out 
of defence. The move 
was halted inside the 
Rumney 22, but quick 
recycling saw wing Tom 
James settle the Athletic 
nerves with their fifth try 
and seal the game with a 
37-23 lead. 

Bevan came back on 
to help see out the game. 
The referee called final 
play and Rumney outside 
half put in a cross kick 
which centre Jay Jones 
gathered to cross under 
the posts. Hill converted 
to have the final say, 
however, it was the 
Athletic celebrating a 
fine victory following the 
conversion. 

Head coach Lee 
Grabham and assistants 
John Doherty and Kevin 
Gamble along with 
manager Keith Hobby 
deserve enormous credit 
for introducing a winning 
style of play to suit the 
Athletic’s lack of 
physical presence. 

The team’s offloading 
and handling skills are a 
joy to watch, and their 
defence is very solid with 
players punching well 
above their weight. 

The Athletic second 
string youth side also 
reached the final of the 
Welsh Cup Plate. This 
was the fourth Athletic 
youth appearance in the 
National League Pay-Off 
final in the last 15 years, 
winning two, losing one 
with one final 
unfortunately not played. 

In that period, the 
Athletic Youth have also 
won two out of three 
Welsh youth cup finals. 

Nine of the team have 
played first team senior 
rugby this season and if 
they stay together can 
help restore the Athletic 
back to the 

Championship in a 
season or two.
